The Turkish Terms. 


The French reply to the British Note on 
the “Near Eastern situation is fairly 
satisfactory, so far as it goes. M. Poin- 
caré has assured the British Government 
that France will join with her Allies in 
the maintenance of the neutral zone, 
which includes Constantinople and the 
Gallipoli Peninsula. He adds, however, 
that this guarantee must not be 
allowed to prejudice the terms of the 
settlement which eventually will be 
made between the Turks and the Greeks. 
In other words, the French Government 
does not propose to stand in Turkey’s 
way if she seeks to regain the European 
territory which she forfeited in 1918. 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha has stated his 
peace terms quite frankly, The Turks must 
have all Asia Minor. Their victory 
over the Greeks has made this claim 
obvious, and even Britain has no parti- 
cular objection to granting'it. Mustapha 
Kemal, however, is not satisfied with 
Asia Minor. He also demands Eastern 
Thrace, up to the Maritza River, and in- 
cluding the important holy town of 
Adrianople; and finally he demands Con- 
stantinople itself. “ We must have our 
capital,” he declares, “and, if the Allies 
do not give it to us peacefully, I shall 
be obliged to march on Constantinople 
with my army.” Here is & deliberate 
threat against the Allies. Constantinople 
was occupied by the Allies after the 
Armistice, pending the conclusion of peace 
with the Turks. The Treaty of Sévres was 
signed, but never has been ratified, and 
technically the Allies and the Turks are 
still at war. If Mustapha Kemal should 
fulfil his threat, hostilities 
automatically will be renewed. 

Mr. Lloyd George and his colleagues met 
in London yesterday, when the whole 
situation was discussed. The statement 
which was issued after the meeting does 
not give a very useful clue to Ministers’ 
minds, and we must await events before we 
learn their full plans. One thing, how- 
ever, is certain: the British Government 
will refuse to budge an inch from the 
position which it has taken up concerning 
Constantinople and the Straits. No better 
example of Turkish rule could have been 
provided than the events of the past few 
days in Smyrna. The Turks hardly had 
entered the town when they launched an 
attack against the Christian quarters, and 
by Thursday evening all the Armenian, and 
the greater part ofahe European, districts 
Trustworthy 


therefore, 


of Smyrna were in flames. 
American eyewitnesses declare that the 
fire was started by a Turkish sergeant, 
who into the 
Christians’ houses and set them on fire. 
Thousands of people have been thrown on 
the streets; and, even if we allow for the 
natural exaggeration of the Greeks, there 
seems to be little doubt that massacres 
have begun on a large scale. The British 
Navy is doing its best to save the lives of 
the unfortunate victims of Turkish ven- 
geance, and all the British colony has been 
evacuated. Some American citizens, how- 
ever, seem to have been murdered, and an 
attack on the British Consulate has been 
reported. These facts lend piquancy to 
Mustapha Kemal’s further demand that 
all capitulations must be raised, because, 
forsooth, they constitute an infringement 
of Turkish sovereignty. The Turks have 
proved themselves to be utterly unfit to 
govern anybody, and they never must be 
given the chance te victimise foreign 


poured tins of petrol 


citizens again, 

In the meanwhile the danger of a Balkan 
upheaval is growing. Mustapha Kemal’s 
threat to invade Constantinople and march 
to the Maritza has given new hope to the 
Bulgars, who never have forgiven the 
Greeks for the annexation of Western 
Thrace, They are determined to recover 
the port of Dedeagatch and they have 
their eyes on Constanza. The Rumanians 
are well aware of their enemies’ designs. 
They have been wise enough to ally them- 
selves not only with the South Slavs across 
the Danube, but also with the Poles, who, 
despite their French sympathies, would 
welcome a chance of a fight. As soon as 
Mustapha Kemal crosses the Bosphorus 
the whole Balkans will fly into a blaze, 
and the artificial frontiers of the Peace 
Treaties will vanish like snow from a 
ditch, We are glad, therefore, that 
the Allies have agreed to forbid the 
passage of all Turkish troops from 
the Asiatic to the European coast of 
the Sea of Marmora. In case of necessity 
reinforcements will be sent to Constanti- 
nople for the protection of the neutral 
zone; but, if Mustapha Kemal has any 
sense, he will recognise that Britain, at 
any rate, is in deadly earnest, and will 
abandon his visions of an attack on the 
Allies, The sooner a peace conference is 
arranged the better. Every day’s delay 
will increase the perils of the situation 
and jeopardise the chances of a peaceful 
settlement. Britain’s only direct interest 
in the matter is the freedom of the Straits. 
When that is secured beyond peradventure 
she will be satisfied, but she will not be 
pawned off with Turkish promises. On 
this point there can be no argument and 
no compromise. 


China’s Foreign Trade. 


Much is being said and written about 
the resumption of British trade with 
Russia. The politica] difficulties are 
great ; but the greatness of the prospective 
reward keeps negotiation alive in spite of 
all the trickery and dishonesty of the 
Soviet Government. It is curious that, 
in another foreign field, even richer and 
larger, British industry, though anxious 
for new markets, still hesitates to push a 
virtually open door. No doubt, there is 
a widespread belief that the Republic of 
} China, shattered and impoverished by its 
internal conflicts, offers at present no 
scope for foreign enterprise. The vasi- 
ness of the country, however, and the 
amorphous nature of its government have 
their economic advantages. In the highly 
complex civilisations of Britain, France 
and Germany war demoralised every aspect 
of industry. In China the toilful millions 
have “carried on” patiently in spite of 
famine, bloodshed and the exactions of 
rival tuchuns. Even now, when China's 
political outlook remains troubled and 
obscure, the volume of her trade is 
enormous, and her potential commerce is 


| incalculable, Mr, David Fraser urges 


these facts, in The Times and supports 
his remarkable statements with figures 
which cannot be challenged. He says that 
a little improvement of the genera] situa- 
tion will open a new and magnificent vista 
of commercial opportunity, In 1901 the 
total foreign trade of China amounted to 
sixty-nine millions ; in 1921 it amounted to 
three hundred millions, It doubles itself 
in every ten years, although the opium 
trade no longer is a factor in its volume. 
In 1921 Britain’s share of China’s foreign 
trade was 40 per cent.—an improvement 
on the war years, though a large reduction 
on her share at the end of the last century, 
when her commercial enterprise was 
dominant in the Near East. Britain still 
leads the way, but has formidable competi- 
tors in Japan and the United States. 
Although 1921 was a year of political chaos 
in China, she imported cotton to the value 
of forty-one millions, as compared with 
twenty-three millions in 1915, The value 
of China’s exports increases steadily, and 
rose last year to £118,000,000. There has 
been a sharp fall in the export of tea, but 
a large increase in exported cereals and a 
tremendous increase in exported cigarettes. 
The Pact of Washington guarantees the 
independence of China and gives an open 
door and equal opportunity to the com- 
merce of all the Powers. “It depends upon 
the intelligence and enterprise of British 
traders,” says Mr. Fraser, “to make 
good in this El Dorado of the Far East.” 
His appeal is timely and seems to be very 
necessary. Every Chinese province, tor 
instance, is making new Yeeds, and an 
immense demand for ma .* vehicles is in- 
evitable; but hitherto all the orders have 
been captured by the United States. 


Battle Honours. 


The War Office has made a brave 
attempt to grapple with the problem of 
battle honours in the Great War. Regi- 
mental honours granted for services in 
1914-18 will be recorded in the Army List, 
and on standards and colours, after the 
honours of former campaigns. There will 
be only one honours list for any regiment, 
and it will include all the battalions— 
regular, special reserve, territorial and 
service. Inasmuch as the area of standards 
is limited the War Office has resorted to a 
Procrustean method which is certain to 
cause much heart-burning. No regiment 
will be permitted to emblazon more than 
twenty-four honours on its standards and 
colours, and of these not more than ten 
will be honours for the Great War. The 
twenty-four records will be selected hy 
regimental committees, and will embrace a 
regiment's whole history from the date when 
it was raised to the end of the late war. 
The committees of many old and famous 
regiments will have a truly invidious task 
—nearly as agonising as that of a mother 
who shoul be obliged to surrender one of 
her large and equally beloved family of 
children. There will be, presumably, the 
consolation that the restriction will not 
apply to the Army List, where a full 
record of a regiment's old and new honours 
will appear after its title. The majority 
of our famous Irish regiments have been 
spared the ordeal of discarding from a 
richly full hand of honours—but alas! at 
what a tragic cost. They are gone ind 
their colours hang for ever on the stately 
walls of palaces and cathedrals. Thousands 
of. Irish hearts, however, continue to 
cherish the memory of their deeds, 


A Popular Cabinet. 


The result of the “Golden Ballot ”” com- 
petition in Cahinet-making is published 
to-day. It shows that the British public 
either is very faithful to its old favourites 
or suffers from a sad lack of political 
enterprise and imagination. The votes of 
many thousands. of good citizens have con- 
structed a Cabinet of sixteen which con- 
tains only two or three new figures and 
not a single surprise. Mr. Lloyd George 
heads the poll—a vote of confidence which 
may affect his plans for the date of ‘the 
next general election. He is surrounded 
with a crowd of perfectly familiar faces. 
The only new men are furnished hy the 
Navy and*the Army and the Press; and 
only in one of them—the late Lord North- 
cliffe—was there any element of the in- 
calculable, The “ Golden Ballot’ Cabinet 
is a safe Coalition Cabinet, mainly Con- 
servative in colour, which, no doubt, would 
govern the country almost exactly as it is 
being governed now. People who would 


make the government of England an excit- |. 


ing, amusing and possibly dangerous busi- 
ess—Mr. George Bernard Shaw, for 
instance—figure hopelessly among the 
“also rans.” It is clear that the tradition 
which made Lord Palmerston the most 
popular of Prime Ministers is still strong 
in British hearts. Against such a country 
and such a national temper Bolshevism 
will ply all its arts in vain. 


NEW PICTURES. 


MR. FRNEST FORBES’S GOOD 
WORK. 


At the Little Gallery, No. 7 St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, Mr. Ernest Forbes opens lo deg 
an exhibition which will be on view till the end 
of the month. Hig work is a eraftsman’s, always 
capable and conscientious, which at times, but 
not always, catches the beauty or the dignity or 
the gaiety of natural life. 

Perhaps, the best example is No. 2, where 
one can admire the skill with which he has 
rendered all the undulation of ground over a 
very wide landscape, and can feel also the 

leasure with which he has dwelt on these 
arge, softly gradated contours. 

Again, in No. 6, a study of sweet peas set in 
a vase against sunlght sifted on to them 
through a muslin curtain, it is the dexterity, 
the craftsmanship, that one would choose to 

raise; but there ie also a felt delight in their 
elicate gaiety, 

_ Two tree groups (Nos. 4 and 9) are excellent 
in drawing, but of the two No. 9 seems to have 
something more than skill: it conveys a fresh: 
ness and a life that give interest and meaning 
to these very irregular and thwarted poplars. 

For my choice, Mr. Forbes’s smaller studies 
have more charm. Nos, 16 and 17 are evening 
sky effects, broad in their handling, and having 
a charm of colour and a decorative quality that is 
often lacking in his work—especially No. 16, 
with its odd cloud pattern of sombre greyish 
purple over a bare greyish purple hill. 

No. 60 is another desirable possession, broad 
and simple, a flat slab of green cliff top, made 
golden with evening sun, and relieved against 
a solemn blue sea beyond. 

Of the whole exhibition, nothing, perhaps, 
succeeds so completely as No. 21, the picture of 
an English farm, superficially sombre, yet glow- 
ing discreetly with rich colour, Still, it is easier 
to succeed in these low tones, : 

It is by no means easy, however, to paint a 
big laburnum under full sunlight, and that is 
what he has done in another canvas, and done 
with admirable vitality. 

Why does Mr. Forbes show hardly anything 
but landecape and flower studies, yet include 
one or two pictures with figures, which make 
us realise that it is here that his talent lies? 
There is more expression, fre , and power 
in the sketch of two old road-menders (No, 67) 
than in the rest of the pictures put together. 
Not only their movement, but the slow, crippled

TURKISH ATROCITIES. 


Terrible stories are coming into London 
concerning the atrocities alleged to hava 
been committed by the Turks in Smyrna;
